Truman To Ask 
- (More Aid for 
Greece, Turkey 


WASHINGTON (/) — Presi- 
dent Truman told Congress today 
he will ask more money for mili- 
tary assistance for Greece and 
Turkey. 

Mr. Truman gave this word to 
the legislators in a report. on use 
of the $400,000,000 they voted last 
year to help the Greeks and Turks 
resist communism. 

He did not say how much more 


!will be asked. 


Last year’s fund was $300,000,- 
000 for Greece and $100,000,000 
for Turkey. 

In a letter sent to Congress 
with the report on use of this 
money, the President said Greece 
has been subjected ‘‘to ever high- 
er increasing pressure” by a com- 
munist minority subservient to 
“foreign influence’.

lywood, is in custody today in 
the prison ward of Los Ange- 
les county general hospital. —

ple City. Both were injured 
when Lyons’ careening car 
struck “a real estate office 
building on Las Tunas boule- 
vard.

Apparently, it still hasn't got- 
ten over the “war psychology” and it probably is going to 
take the election in November to do that. 

We fully realize that things can’t ever be exactly the 
same as they were before the war. History and time never 
stand still, even though some people seem to take great 
satisfaction in making fruitless efforts to turn the “tide of 
higtoéry.” But at the same tims, we must get over the dan- 
gerous philosophy that the American people would be lost 
if they didn’t have the government to solve all their prob- 
lems for them. Government control never solves anything, 
it merely acts as an opiate for an ailment without ever 
bringing about a cure. 

The future of any nation, a free and democratic nation, 
at least, lies in the hands of the people themselves. And the 
sooner that there's a government in Washington which be- 


lieves in this American philosophy, the sooner will we dig | 
ourselves out of the mire of “post-war adjustment” and into | 


the free and unhampered life that has made this nation great. |

For whoéver con- 
trols the Middic Eastern oil can 
3trangle Europe. 

If both HKussia and the U. S. 
send armed forces, a clash  be- 
tween them will—in my opinion 
-—be inevitable. The Palestine 
.8sue 1s, therefore, the most ser- 
ious situation in the world—per- 
haps the most serious in human 
history. 


It can be fatal to the Jews, not 
only in Palestine but also to the 
tens of thousands of them living 
elsewhere in the Arab-Moslem 
world. 

But it also can be fatal for the 
Arabs, who are threatened with 
becoming mere pawns in a great 
power struggle. 

Both Jews and Arabs have been 
intransigeant. Yet both have 
everything to lose in the present 
situation.
